Two interesting receipts for payment of 
dividends on stock issued by the Alaska 
Yukon Transportation Co. Both are 
dated July 11, 1907, and show Albert 
Daub (or Daul) as president of AYTC. 

The top one is for $14,500, % dividend 
on 10,000 shares of stock. The bottom 
one is for $7,250, % dividend on 500 
shares of stock. 

Some how, the numbers just don’t add 
up! Perhaps they were for different 
percentages. 

It is interesting to note that there was 
another Alaska Yukon Transportation 
Co. that transported gold seekers from 
San Francisco to St. Michaels, Alaska 
in 1898. The two firms seem to be un¬ 
related. (see the Vol. XXI, No. 8, page 
44 of Alaskan Token Collector & Polar 
Numismatist - current issue sample upon 
request).

From Douglas McDonald concerning the previous is¬ 
sue of AYSB. 

Combination-Keating: This company was incorpo¬ 
rated in 1936 and the 1937 Mines Register states that 
its operation was 4 miles from Radersburg, Broadwater 
County, Montana. No mention of any Alaska property 
or connection. 

Kenmayo Yukon: Incorporated in Ontario in 1950, 
this company had a silver-lead-zinc prospect on Keno 
Hill, Mayo Mining Division, Yukon. 

Porcupine Mining: I cannot find this company in any 
of my Canadian references. It may be the Porcupine 
Mining Co. which operated on Porcupine Creek near 
Circle Springs, Alaska. 

Submarine Gold Dredging: There was a company 
of the same name which operated briefly in Oregon in 
the 1930s, but I can find no reference to a company of 
this name operating in Alaska. 

Tacoma-Seattle: The only property held by this com¬ 
pany was in the Mount Hawkins District, Kittitas County, 
Washington. It was a fraud, and its officers were ar¬ 
rested and the company placed in receivership by 1930. 
There is no record of any Alaska property or connec¬ 
tion. 

ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 

Alaska Sulphur Company (67-2). Operated on Akun 
Island. 

Alaska Mines Securities Co. (47-2). Controlled 
Hadley Consolidated Copper Co., Uncle Sam Copper 
Co. and Big Tiger Gold Mining Co., all with mines near 
Hadley, Alaska. By 1910 all ceased operation or were 
bankrupt.

rigged in connection therewith will be a centrifugal sand 
pump with which gold bearing gravel can be pumped 
aboard, either from the beds or the banks of the river or 
streams, run through the placer mining machine and gold 
saved. This apparatus on the steam boat will be ca¬ 
pable of handling and extracting the gold from 500 to 
700 cubic yards of gold bearing gravel a day. 

“The Fortune Hunter will carry on board a number of 
placer mining machines knocked down, but in condition 
to be set up and put ashore at any point the steamer 
may touch, and there set to work. 

“On board the Fortune Hunter will be every convenience 
for its crew and passengers to eat and sleep, with lib¬ 
eral provisions and supplies for a year to come(?).
